Month’s 
Vacation 
Without Pay 


A number of our local employees 
are shortly to receive a month’s va- 
cation without pay under the re- 
cently enacted bill whereby all 
those who have worked on the W. 
P. A, for 18 months must take a | 
month’s furlough. Others will be 
discharged because of a nationwide 
quota reduction brought about by 
the reduced appropriation. 

This month off without pay is 
going to be pretty hard on some of 
Andover’s W. P, A. workers who 
are now having a hard time get- 
ting along on the little they make 
each week at present. It’s going 
to save money of course, but do you 
realize why it’s necessary to make 
the deserving needy go without pay 
for a month? It’s because the ad- 
ministration has been spending so 
much on the undeserving needy 
and the undeserving unneedy. If 
the W. P, A. had been used prop- 
erly, no such extreme measure 
would be necessary today. 

It would be a different story to- 
day if the administration, sincere- 
ly considering the interests of the 
whole people, had insisted that 
those going on the W. P. A, pro- 
jects were only those who could 
not do without this sort of help 
and those who in normal times 
would ‘be gainfully employed in 
private industry. Unfortunately, a 
man who is never able to hold a 
job in private industry because of 
his own inability and laziness has 
just as weighty a vote in elections 
as the man who keeps busy in nor- 
mal times and really earns his 
day’s wages. So too often need and 
willingness were not given much 
consideration in choosing W. P. A. 
men; instead if you happened to 
know somebody who knew the Con- 
gressman from your district you 
stood a pretty good chance of hav- 
ing your name placed on the W. P. 
A. rolls. The public treasury has 
been milked by these undeserving 
men and women, with the result 
that today a serious curtailment is 
necessary. There’s no doubt about 
it: the money going to the W. P. A. 
had to be cut just as everything 
else should be cut to bring down 
that deficit. But because of extra- 
vagances in the past, today some 
really deserving unemployed are 
looking ahead to a month in which 
it’s going to ‘be mighty hard going.
